1946  CLASS  HISTORY: 


" STONES  IN  THE  BRIDGE  OE  TIME” 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  presentation  of  the  history  for  the  Class  of  1946  is  an 
honor  for  which  I  an  grateful.  There  comes  a  time  in  every  org¬ 
anization  when  it  is  fitting  that  a  record  be  made  of  noteworthy 
events  in  the  lives  of  its  members. 

Lives  of  great  men  are  based  for  the  most  partion  minor  events. 
A  sequence  of  minor  events  carried  over  a  long  period  of  time 
becomes  itself  the  career  of  man  or  woman. in  the  same  way  that 
small  stones  properly  cemented  together  will  result  in  the 
building  of  a  great  bridge.  The  composite  of  such  events  rep¬ 
resents"  the  history  of  a  generation.  This  historical  record 
passed  on  from  one  generation  to  another  soon  gets  to  oe  a  record 

of  the  human  race. 


It  was  less  than  ten  thousand  years  ago  that  man  made  the 
first  permanent  written  records  of  his  acts.  By  such  records  he 
could  for  the  first  time  pass  on  to  generations  to  follow  she 
things  he  had  learned.  Until  then  there  was  little  opportunity 
for  men  to  learn  and  profit  by  experience  of  those  who. had. gone 
on  before.  Thus  a  person’s  life  was  largely  a  repetition  o..  the 
same  errors  men  had  been  making  since  the  beginning  of v time.

Only  then  did  it  become 
possible  for  a  man  to  begin  to  avoid  some  of  the  errors  which 
had  been  constantly  repeated  for  nearly  half  a  million  years. 

Only  then  could  a  new  generation  of  young  people 
of  their  lives  where  their  fathers  had  finished.  Only  then  did 
progress  become  continuous  through  succeeding  generations  of 
human  lives. 

The  life  history  of  an  individual  man  or  woman  begins. with 
birth  and  ends  in  the  grave.  If  we  went  back  sixteen  or  eighteen 
years  in  our  lives  some  interesting  notes  could  probably  be  ta^en 
from  views  of  proud  parents  of  persons  one  year  ol-~  then,  ye  - 
graduate  here  today.

LUNCH  ROOM 


The  lunch  room  was  opened  November  1,  1944,  and  is 
sponsored- by  the  Floyd  Homemakers  Club,  When  wc  first 
organized,  we  had  throe  ladies  working  in  the  lunch  room, 
but  we  soon  hired  another  to  work  two  hours  through  serving 
time.  The  object  of  the  lunch  room  is  to  teach  children  to 
oat  for  health  and  not  just  the  things  they  like  best. 

The  club  has  a  contract  with  the  Agriculture  Department 
of  the  government  stating  that  the  government  will  pay  9  cents 
for  each  rieal  served  to  a  child,  but  there  isn’t  any  aid  for 
adults.  To  receive  this  aid  there  are  requirements  to  be  met. 
Some  of  these  are  as  follows:  at  least  one  cup  of  fresh  whole 
milk  served  to  each  child  every  day,  the  menu  must  be  such 
that  child  gets  one-third  of  his  daily  food  requirements  for 
health.  Rich  pastries,  fried  foods,  etc.  are  not  to  be  served. 

A  charge  of  10  cents  a  day  is  made  to  each  child  who  cats 
at  the  lunch  room.  Out  of  this  is  paid  all  labor,  laundry, 
equipment,  salt,  baking  powder,  fish,  etc,  All  aid  from  the 
government  must  go  to  purchase  products  which  arc  produced  on 
forms.  Sometimes  the  government  sends  us  commodities  of  which 
there  are  a  surplus.  This  helps  us  to  serve  better  lunches  as 
it  gives  us  more  money  to  buy  other  foods.  Our  supervisor 
must  not  count  on  this  aid  until  it  is  received  and  must  budget 
her  accounts  so  that  the  19  cents  a  day  meets  all  costs.  There 
were  sixty  bushels  of  peaches  and  150  bushels  of  apples  sent 
to  us- by  the  government  the  first  year.  We  used  what  we  could 
fresh,  then  the  people  of  the  community  met  and  canned  this 
fruit  which  has  been  a  great  help  in  making  the  lunches  of 
greater  variety. 

This,  our  second  year,  wo  arc  feeding  about  300  persons 
including  teachers,  cooks,  and  janitor,  so  we  have  hired  un* 
other  cook  to  work  through  the  morning  to  help  prepare  the 
food.  This  makes  throe  workers  at  the  present  time  and  the 
two  part-time  helpers. 

The  ladies  of  the  community  mot  and  canned  about  400 
quarts  of  vegetables  in  the  fall  of  1944..  This  helped  us 
insomuch  that  wo  wore  able  to  buy  two  new  stoves  which  wo 
needed.  There  is  noed  for  more  equipment  when  it  is  avail¬ 
able,  and  wo  think  the  children  would  appreciate  having 
forks  and  knives  to  eat  with.  They  have  not  bv.cn  available 
so  we  have  to  use  spoons  donated  by  the  children.
